LIBERALS DECIDE 
TO ABSTAIN. 


“RIGHT TO STRIKE MUST BE 
MAINTAINED.” 


ACUTE CONTROVERSY. 


London, Jan. 22. 

The. Labour Government 
entered% upon the bitterest 
struggle of its existence to- 
day, when the debate on the 
second rending of the Trade 
Disputes ond Trades Unions 
(Amendment) Bill was open- 
ed in the House of Commons. 


The Bill, which is designed “to 
amend the Law relating: to trade 
disputes and Trade Unions; and 
for purposes connected with the 
matters aforesaid,” has been the 
xubject of the most acute con- 
troversy for months past, a nuin- 
hee of Liberals being among ‘its 
keenest antagonists, 

It aims at modifying the ‘Trade 
Disputes Act carrled through the 
House of Commons in 1927 after 
the general strike of 1926) which 
disrupted the country for sevaral 
days. and opposition has been 
aroused to many oof the — pra. 
posuls, notably the articles that 
deal with the levy by the 
the Trade Unions for political pur- 
poses, the illegality of general 
strikes, the position of civil ser- 
vants as members of a Trades 
Union, and the definition of intima. 
dation, 


Political Levy. 


Reyarding the political levy, the 
Bill proposes to restore the powers 
of the Trade Unions regarding con- 
tracting-out, for which the recent 
Act substituted contracting-in, The 
mening cof the clause is that 
members of Trades Unions will be 
subject to a levy for Labour Party 
funds unless they formally refus 
The existing Act makes It illegal 
to impose a levy unless the offer is 
voluntury. 


Liberal Decision. 


This and other features wert 
criticised last night at a meeting of 
the Parliamentary Liberal Party at 
the conclusion of which it) was de- 
cided by a majority that 


the Liberals wil) abstain from 
voting on, the second reading 
und will press for amendments 
when the BIT reaches the com- 
mittoe stage. 


Movinie the second reading of 
the Bill, upon which a. division will 
be taken oan Tursday, — the 
Attorney-General, » Sir William 
Jowitt, snid that strikes and lock- 
outs were barbarous methods of 
settling, industrial disputes, aince 
they: were linble to inflict wide- 
sprend loss and suffering. 


The Right to Strike.

prices in the interests of the 
farmers, - 


“Ho owas subsequently — dis- 
covered that M. Boret's plan was 
disclosed ina trade paper as far 
back as ‘December, and that 
coincidentally with the publica- 
tion of the plan, there was heavy 
speculation in wheat. 


The motion on which the Gov- 
ernment was defeated was moved 
by M. Buynt, 1 member of the 
Franklin Bouillon group, who re- 
gretted the speculative .man- 
ocuvres due {o a premature de- 
claration by the Minister of 
Agriculture.—Reuler, 

The early failure of the Steeg 
Cabinet comes as no surprise. On 
fneing the Chamber for the first 
time on December 18th last, 1 vote 
of non-confidence was rejected by 
n margin of seven votes only.”

FREEDOM OF PRESS. 


Of much importance to the 
yernacular- newspapers of the 
Colony were Police Court pro- 
ceedings before Mr. Lindsell this 
morning, instituted against the 
editors, . printers and publishers 
ef four Chinese journals, name- 
ly, the Wah Kit, the Nam 
Chung, the Nam Keung and the 
Cheng Hea, who were chargpd 
with publishing matter, other 
than a bena-fide trade advertise- 
ment, which had not been 
previously submitted to the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs. 

a Mr, T. S. Whyte-Smith appeared 
for the Crown, Mr F. H. Loseby 
of Mesars. Russ & Co., for the 
Wah Kin, and Mr. J. T. Prior, of 
Messrs. Wilkinson & Grist, for the 
other three newspapers, The 
Hon, Mr. A. E. Wood, Secretary for 


‘Chinese Affairs, was present. 


A plea of “Not Guilty” was re- 
turned by both solicitors on behalf 
of their respective clients. 


Authority Cited. 


Mr. Whyte-Smith:—I — under- 
stand that my friend, Mr, Loseby, 
is going to defend on a point of 
law, and so perhaps 1 may men- 
tion the Section of the Ordinance 
and the ‘Regulations under which 
these summonses are brought. I 
have no doubt your Worship - is 
very familar with them, also. 
The Seotton of the Ordinance is 
Section No -2, Sub-Section, 1, of 
Ordinance’ No. 6, of 1922. This 
merely {is-an enabling Ordinance 
without prejudice to the generality 
of the provisions of SubsSection 1. 

Mr. Whyte-Smith referred to the 
general wording contained in the 


Ordinnnce providing for “the cen-' 


sorship, and the control and sup- 
pression of publications," and to 
the direct application of this Sec- 
tion to newspapers as elaborated 
in the subsequent Emergency. Re- 
senlations, (Section 2, Sub-Section 
1) as follows: 

“No person shall print, publish 
or distribute uny newspaper, 
containing any matter in the 
Chinese language (other than a 
bonc-fide trade advertisement) 
which has not been previously 
submitted to and pussed by the 
Seer¢tary for Chinese Affairs.” 


Gaol Strike Articles. 


Mr. Whyte-Smith:—I under- 
stand, only on the facts, that the 
position is simply this: — Theso 
newspapers, one on the 18th and 
the other on the 19th, published 
articles which had not been’ sub- 
mitted for censorship to the 
Secretary for Chinese Affnirs. I 
may say that it is not alleged that 
there is anything particularly’ ob- 
jectionable about these articles, 
Similar articles were published in 
other newspapers and these 
articles hnd been censored.. But 
what is really an objectionable fea- 
ture about ignoring these re- 
gulations and publishing these 
articles without having them cen- 
sored is that these nowspapers 
are able to ateal a march on other 
newspapers—getting their  in- 
formation to the public sooner. 


In reply to tho Magistrate, Mr. |. 


Whyte-Smith further said:—The 
articles wero with regard to the 
so-called strike’ at the Prison.

cause those publshera who keep 
the regulations and have all their

ing. artidles without being consor- 


ed nnd that they ‘themselves are

EFFECTS OF DOLLAR. 


Hongkong trade figures tor the 
nine months ended December 3), 
1930 have now been issued by the 
Statistical Branch of the Imports 
and Exports Department, The 
totals for this period are Included 
in the December jasuc of the 
official Trade Returns, it not beins 
the intention of Government ‘to 
publish a special volume covering 
the uncompleted statistical year 
of 1930. 

The returns show that during 
the period April—December Im- 
porta of merchandise into the 
Colony amounted to n value of 
$466,464,599 15 compared with 
$44,078,342 In the corresponding 
period of 1924, while exporta 
totalled $356,824,278 as compared 
with $880,153,720. The year 1924 


has beem nelected for Purpotes of T 


comparison inasmuch ag it was the 
Inst completed year in which trade 
statistics were collected — by 
Government. 

At first sight the 1930 figures 
woukd appeir oto compare very 
favourably with those of the year 
1924, which was ‘nbove the aver- 
nore, ‘but it should be noted that in 
19! 30 Hongkong dollar values were 
entirely fictitlous and out of all 
proportion to the volume of mer- 
chandiae handled in’ the port. 
Silver slumped  disastrously, dur- 
ing the yenr, nnd the sterling ¢x- 
change value of the Hongkong 
dollar averaged only 18. 844d. over 
the nine months of 19380, an com- 
pared with 24. 4%ad. in the corres- 
ponding period of 1924, 

In some quarters it was anti- 
clpated that a low value dollar 
would stimuate the export trade 
of the Colony, but this end does 
not seem to have been achieved, 
the ratio of exporta to imports be- 
ing less than in 1924, 

World wholesale pricea dropped 
heavily but the benefit to Hony- 
kong and Chinn as importers was 
rendered . practically — nugatory 
mainly on account of the de- 
creased purchasing ' power of 
silver, and the exhaustion of China 
following yeurs of civil strife.

RACE IN BRITISH 
- WATERS. 


NEXT YEAR'S “INVASION.” 


" Amerjean yachtamen are giving 


kcen and practical support to the ‘ 


proposed “invasion” of British: 
waters, and it is now certain that 
n considerable fleet will crosa the 
Atlantic enrly next senson. 


The King's famoua Britannia fe 
being altered, mainly in prospect 
of this* strong international com- 
petition. The Americans will be 
led by Weatamoe, one of the vessels 
built specially for the defence of 
the America’s Cup. She has been 
bought from the Morgan-Nicholls 
syndicate (who built her) by Mr. 
Fred, Prince, an all-round sports- 
man well known in Europe. 
Weetamoe will be handled by Mr. 
Dick Boardman, who is oné of the 
cleverest of American helmamen. 


Meariwhile, yaéhtamen in Engiand 
are fondly recalling Britannfa’s 
illustrious record against other 
“crack Yankees.” The King’s good 
ship heavily defented the Nava-

_Jyenr she aleo defented the succesa- 


ful Cup yacht Vigilant in a long 
series of terrific mntcher. 


It ix slao known that individual 
buyérs are negotiating for the 
purchase of the other vessels which 
wealthy syndicates byilt for the 
honour of meeting Shamrock Y. 
One is reported to have been sold 
to a British yachtsman, now in 
America. 


The amaller American visitors, of 
whom there are to be nbout a score, 
will make the passage across the 
Atlantic the occasion of n_ race 
numong themaclves.

MAKING THE ,ROADS 
BEAUTIFUL. 


MINISTRY OF TRANSPORTS 
SUGGESTIONS. 


The following has been issued 
by the Ministry of Transport:— 

The progress of tree planting 
along new arterial ronds is very 
encouraging to all who belfeve that 
new roads should eventually be- 
come just as beautiful in thelr 
way as the old winding lanes 
whose beauty was the work of 
several generations. 


The mere planting of an avenue 
or group of trees is, however, only 
the first step in a lengthy process | 
which must be patiently and 
steadily pursued for several years. 
Young trees need careful nursing, 
and unremitting attention. 


Ag one drives along our roads, It 
is often disheartening to see the 
lack of care and interest displayed 
in trees and shrubs, once the 
planting has taken place. Such 
neglect is wasteful; for want of 
proper maintenance the whole 
initial outlay is sometimes jeopar- 
dized, and it is carnestly to be 
hoped that all local authorities 
will, during the coming months, 
devote careful attention to the up- 
keep of wayside trees and shrubs, 
so that al] losses and gaps may be 
made good before next summer. 


Moro might, it ts thought, he 
done to check the dumnge due to 
building operations along new. 
arterial roads, the verges of which 
have usually been carefully level- 
led and sown with grass, as part 
‘of the ‘initial work of construction. 
. It is only too common to éee 
stacks or heaps of bricks untidily 
dumped on these spaces and deep 
ruts formed, with the result that 
the grass js ruined, trees broken, 


.and the appearance of the road- 


side ruined. 


There can be no justification for 
this misuse of highways which 
‘hove been laid out -at the public 
oxpense for public enjoyment and 
use. Prompt measures should be 
taken -by local authorities to re- 
press offences of this kind and to 
ensure that the roads which they 
-have_built_with assistance from 
the Road Fund aro used for the 
purposes for which they woro 
designed. .

Over a thousand persons, ranging 
from the office boy‘te the director, 
and ineluding clerical workers in 
Government departments and com- 
mercinl firms, factory workers, 
people in/ndministrative posts, and 
students of both sexes, hye been 
tested for thelr nervous tempera- 
ment by Dr. Millais Culpin and Dr. 
May Smith and the result of their 
inquiries has been published by {bho 
Industrial Health Rescarch Hoard:

In sume people there was an [r- 
rational inability to consider a 
piece of work finished in spite of 
the fact that il had been done 
with meticulous accuracy. 


“Some are afflicted with doubts 
after they have done a trivial ac- 
tion, such as turning off a light, 
jocking a door, &., and are coms 
pelled to go buck and verify it, even 
though they know the act has been 
done,” states the report. 


“There are people who have got 
out of bed several times in a night 
to-verify some: such act; they may 
even write a statement to the ef- 
fect that it has been done, and yet 
find ne convietion.” 


Factory workers did not differ | 
greatly with regard to symptoms 
from the clerical workers; | such 
differences as did appear showed 
the factory workers to be rather 
less stable than the clerical 
workers. 


Students, both men and women, 
had a higher percentage of nervous 
people than other groups, They 
included — prospective architects, 
tenthers and dramatic students. 


With regard to the people in au- 
thority, i appeared as if there was 
a tendency for these reaching such 
positions to come from the group 
of people who were relatively free 
from nervous symptoms.

CIVIL SERVANTS 
SALARIES. 


Whilst some members of 
the Civil Service will be dis- 
appointed that the — Sceretary 
of State has finally approved — the 
propasal, for the payment of ster- 
ling salaries on the basis of one 
half at one shilling and sixpence ta 
the dollar and the remainder at the 
current rate, we feel sure that the 
reat majority will, on reflection, 
apres that ne hardship is inflicted 
hy the decision.  Undetd, we hive 
recently encountered more thin ome 
Goverument Servant who haus frank 

ty admitted that payment atthe 
current rate would place the ster: 
ling-paid men in an unwarrantably 
sheltered position its compared with 
the ordinary resident who has to 
fac’ the fluctuations in the dollar 
as best he can. Lf the proposals 
of the Salaries Commission were 
to remain in faree, Civil Servants 
would for all intents and purposes 
enjoy the advantages of i stabilised 
currency, whereas non-Government 
employees would remain at the 
merey of the declining dollar. 
Obviously, itis only right and 
proper that all should — share the 
burden. Weare well acquainted 
with the aryument that if a man is 
employed from [fome at a sterling | 
salary, he is entitled lo the 
equivalent .in Toead currency of his 
sterling: pay. That would be a fair 
submission if in the past, when the 
dollar was high, the same rule ap- 
plied, but we all know that at the 
other end of the scale Government 
servants bave enjoyed a privileged. 
rate. They cannot therefare rea- 
sonably expect to profil, from the 
low dollar na well. In any event, 
the “reduction” to which they are 
now being subjected — still leaves 
them in a very favourable position 
as compared with those who ‘enjoy 
no compensation whatever, in ad- 
dition to which It must be remem- 


cbered that they. will get, under 


the new arrangement. no actual 
cut in their pay cheques ‘as com:: 
pared with the snlurids they receiy- 
ed for Detember, inasmuch as these 
were based on a dollar, rate much 
higher than that now operating. 
For the purposes of understand- 
ing the -posltion, it is well to point 
out that when His Excellency the: 
Governor put forward the proposal 
now adopted, he anticfpated that it 
would result in a saving on the 
Budget of nearly four Jakhs of 
dollars. AS a consequence of tho 
slump in the dollar, however, not 


‘only will ‘this.expected saving ‘bo 
wiped out if exchange remains in} 


tho additional amount to be found 
with the dollar remaining low would 
have been over two million dollars. 
We are gind to see that Lord Pass- 
ficld has plainly intimated that in 
view of the uncertainty of exchange, 
it will be necessary for the Govern- 
ment to review the question of 
the exchange rate for sterling-paid 
salaries from time to time. This 
may be interpreted to mean that if 
the dollar appreciates and the 
Colony’s finances warrant the step, 
thia sepecial scale may be dropped; 
or, on the other hand, if con- 
ditions yet worse, further salary 
stabilisation may be necessary. In 
and event, it is well that, with the 
aituntion na it fs, (here should be 
no finality about any arrangement 
entered inte. 


The proposal new approved by 
the Home nuthorities will need the 
endorsement of the — Leyislative 
Council before it is put into effect. 
In this connexion, we hope that the 
UnoMcial Members will, when the 
matter is broached, seek from the 
Goverament a full and ‘complete 
statement on the financial position 
of the Colony. It must be remem 
Dered that the Government's ster- 
ling disbursements are by no means 
confined to salaries, so that) the 
slump in the dollar must inevitably 
add a huge sum to that now require 
ed to meet Civil Servants’ pay, Even 
on the basis of a Is, 4d. dollar, the 
Government budgetted for na de- 
ficit of two millions. It ise 
therefore, to see that this. shortage 
will be infinitely greater if the 
dollar does net) recever, ven 
during the month of September, 
when the slump had not really 
begun, outgoings were about ib 
million dollars more than income, 
despite the fact (hat revertue show= 
ed an upward trend. In the public 
interest, therefore, the Government 
should bay all its cards on the table, 
so that we may knew exactly where 
weonre. For this reason, we trust 
that our Unotliciads will not automa.

The Vice-Chancellor of the Un- 
iversity Ghinks that education ¢x- 
penditure will be closely scrutinize 
od-by the Retrenchment Commis- 
sion and sees no adequate reason 
Car its exclusion from the economy 
campaign, Only the crank — will 
find cause to differ from that view, 
whieh is and must be baged upon, 
the realisation that the burden 
must be evenly distributed as far 
as possible. At the same lime, 
retrenchment in education must not 
be effected by arbitrary methods, 
We sugeest rather that if reqnires 
a deeper sttdy than does any other 
branch of goverment activity. 
AMrenady (we find subsidies — te 
Vernacular schools appearing in 
the Budget as a lower figure than’ 
Jast year lo the prejudice of some 
hundreds of children of the poorer

SEARCH FOR A CAR.

Motor bandits armed with a re- 
volver snd irons bars held a crowd

Crowd Dumbfounded.

CHINA'S CIVIL CODE. 


NANKING COURT REVERSES 
: JUDGMENT. 


A very important and far-rench- 
ing judgment has: just been render- 
ed by the Supreme Court at Nan- 
king, reversing the judgment given 
by the second branch of the High 
Court for Kinngsu, nt Shanghai, in 
favour of the tenants in the action 
entitled “Dah Lung v. Lohfong ct al,” 


and remitting the case back to the’ 


Shanghai Appeal Court for re-trinl 
on certnin vital points. 

It will-be reealled that considerable 
interest was evinerd’ by property: 
owners, and others; having to do with 
real estate, in Shnnghai, in the casc, 
more commonly known as the Nank- 
bing Road Tenants’ Case, which was 
brought some months ago by a num- 
ber of tenants of property situated on 
Nanking Road, between Fokien and 
Hauing Funghung Roada, against the 
owners of same. é 

The case Was one in which a large 
and wealthy Chinese trading Com- 
pany—The Great Chinn Company, 
Ltd.—with a capital of over $3,000,-. 
uo0, had acquired from the owners 
of the property a lense, and being 
desirous of building on the site a 
mammoth emporlum for wholesale 
and retail general busincas, 
the owners to give 
who were tenants 
month’s notice, Action was brought 
by the tenunta againat the owncra, 
who clnimed that they were entitled 
te twenty years’ tenancy, irreapective 
of whether there was a lease, or not. 
the ense in this instance, as the pre: 
unless the premises were inn dilani- 
dated condition and, further, that the 
owners conld not evacunte them from 
the promises, unless same were re. 
quired for thelr own personnal use, 
which, the tenants contended, warn not 
mises were required for third 
parties. 

In the result, gudgment owas given 
aginst the tenants in the Court of 
First Instance, which judgment whe 
promptly nppenled. In the Second 
Branch ef the High Court for 
Kinngsu, at Shanghai, in whieh the 
Appeal was duly heard, the Lower 
Court's devision was duly heard, the 
Lower Court's decision was reversed, 
mainly on the ground that there was 
nocustom in Shanghai, in favour of 
the tenants’ proposition,

An Important Decision. 


The Judgment of the Supreme 
Count, now, holds that the contention 
of the tenants, ag regards the alleged 
enatom, not being aupported by facts, 
cannot be upheld by the court, and, 
even if such custom existed, which 
the ‘court doubts, it cannot | be up- 
held ns it would be against “the pro- 
gress of the city, and public welfare. 
The decision, thus, finally, reached, is 
of extreme importance, and — being 
“res judicats” given an interpreta- 
tien of the new law promulgated lant 
yenr by the Nanking government, on 
the question of landlord and tenant. 

In the civil code it is set out that 
n tenancy without a fixed term, is a 
tenancy at will, and is, consequently, 
terminate at any time, but, if there } 
custom in favour of the tenant, su 
eostom taust prevail, The  inter- 
pretation of the Supreme Court on 
this phase of the question is that 
such a clause does not mean that a 
tenant ia to be allowed an unlimited 
period of tenancy, in liew of a fixed 
tenancy, even if it was the custom, 
and the spirit of the law is’ shown 
clearly in another part of the civil 
code, Where it states that whenever a 
lense is cntered into for a period of 
over twenty yenrs, such clause is null 
und void, according to Chinese Law, 
and the tenancy must be reduced to 
n period of not more than twenty 
vents, x0 that it is clearly seen that 
the authorities promulgating: that law 
never intended thnt there should be a 
perpetual tenancy, so that the con- 
tention of the tenants, in this case, 
that n tenancy without « fixed term, 
ts n perpetaal Jease, is against the 
spirit and intention of the law.

DANCING GENIUS. 


The Hague, Jan, 22,
